1. Subject* e activity on behalf of the German !.?• during the war is exten- 
sively do ament ed* Subsequent to that time. HASS lived in Italy and later 
In Austria where he was used by the Military Intelligence Service (MXS) 
carrying out certain other activity the nature of which was not dear, 
probably on behalf of the German I.S. being reconstituted. 

2, He has been back in Rome fbr a few months now. Hs states that he has been 
instructed by that Service to make contact with its Italian opposite num- 
bers and to stand by fbr the ratification of the CED treaty in order to 
take a post as an attache in the German Sabasay. 



3. Subject is in posseasion of "trading material" which waa allegedly furnish- 
ed him by his superiors in Bonn. He claims to have been instructed to col- 
lect material on Albania and Jugoslavia, as well as to penetrate the. Bal- 
kan political emigres; there is reason to believe, however, that he is al- 
so interested in Italy.

6. He is still in contact with (and Is probably subordinate to) Lois PDSR 

who works in Lins and possibly also in Salzburg on behalf of the German I.S.f
